Afashington, D. C.. May 1.—1{Spe- 
calJ—While Germany has perfected 
an all-metal airplane that makes all 
ether types of construction obsolete 
1 Great Britain, it; became known here 
today, has completed a number of giant 
fying engines of war capable of de- 
stroying battleships with aerial torpe- 
Coes. 
This revolutionary development, siv- 
ing an illuminating glimpse of the 
warfare of the future, has been known. 
it transpires, to the army air service 
for some time. A confidential report 
has been received from an American 
gttaché abroad giving the details of 
a series of successful tests of the 
new planes and torpedoes in the de- 
struction of naval craft. 

Aviation Arm Necessary. 

These are two illustrations of the 
extent to which America has been out- 
distanced since the end of the war in 
the development of aircraft. Air serv- 
ice officials are convinced that the lost 
ground can be recovered only by a de- 
cision on the part of congress to tackle 
the problem of air. navigation on the 
same scale as have European nations. 

One of the -ief arguments for ino 
creation of an aviation department 
baving control of military and navel as 
well a8 Commercia! aeronautics is that 
serial warfare of the future makes a 
distinct aviation arm of the nation’s 
forces necessity. 

Second Line of Defense. 

“The navy is and will continue to be 
as far as we can now foresee our first 
line. of defense,” said Gen. William 
Mitchell, director of military aeronau- 
lics, today. “ But instead of the army 
the air forces have become our second 
line of defense, as a result of the de- 
velopment of planes capable of sin':- 
ing battleships. 

If our first line of defense shouid be 
pierced by the defeat of our navy we 
would fall back on the second line, our 
air forces, which would be iepended 
upon to play havoc with the eneny 
Ravy. Behind the air forces we would 
have the third line of defense, our 
army. 

Single Direction Urged. ~ 

“To develop and maintain the gir 
forces as the second line of defense 
they should not be divided psetween 
army and navy, but should be consoli- 
Gated under a single direction as a 
Gstinct organization of the armed 
forces of the nation codrdinate wi 
the army and the navy.” :

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CUTS BUILDING 
ACTIVITY HERE 


Effects of New Wage 
Scale Shown. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 
May day brought an increase of $2 
a day to the building trades in Chi- 
cago. Pay went up from $1 an hour 
to $1.25 for some twenty crafts, inclad- 
ing carpenters, bricklayers, plasterers, 
plumbers, steamfitters glaziers, lathers 
and structural iron workers. They 
now get $10 for an eight hour day and 
double time for overtime. The new 
schedules, which became effective yes- 
terday, were agreed’ upon two months 
ago. A year ago the same crafts were 
getting 75 cents to 80 cents an hour— 
the increases in the scale within the 
last twelve months amount to $3.60 to 
$4 a day, depending on the trade. 

mmon building labor got a May 
day raise of 43 per cent. Under the 
new schedule the pay for ordinary labor 
went from 70 cents an hour to $1 an 
hour. This is a jump from $5.60 a day 
to $8 a day, or a raise of $2.40. 


74 Per Cent Jump. 

“A year or so ago the pay was si» 
cents an hour. In a little more than 
tweive months the increases for com- 
mon labor have amounted to $3.40 a. 
day, which is a 74 per cent jump in| 
wages. , 

Plasterers’ laborers are given $38.50 
day, and caisson diggers get $10 per} 
eight hour day, or mechanics’ wages. 

A large proportion of the building 
trades workers have been getting the | 
$1.25 rate for months, due to the labor 
shortage, and the new schedules give 
permanency to this. 

Cuts Building Activity. 

The May day ointment, however, has 
its fly. Building activities in Chicago 
have been chopped in half during the 
last two months. The labor shortage 1s 
vanishing, and builders report no real 
scarcity of men. There is a possibility 
that’ the crafts may find themselves ' 
with high wage scales, but slack em-| 
ployment. At the other end, the public | 
gets it in the neck through diminished 
building. which means prolongation of 
the period of high rents, Chicago being 
probably short some 50,000 domiciles, 
due to the stoppage of construction 
during the war. 

Building activities are always regard- 
ed as a great barometer of economic 
conditions. In the Chicago situation 
thinking men, see much to indicate that 
a “slump” is gradually moving this 
way—not a panic nor a state of whole- 
sale stagnation, but a letdown in em- 
ployment and purchasing power. Many 
argue a sag would not be without its 
benefits. 


Here are a few observations gath- 
ered from talks with authorities in the 
building line yesterday: 

ACTIVITIES—Chicago, éarly this 

year was expected to do about $150.- 
000,000 worth of building in 1920. It 
has been reduced 50 per cent. About 
$40,0000,000 worth was under way the 
first of the year, and if $30,000,000 
more is done the trade will consider 
itself fortunate. 
) EFFICIENCY OF LABOR—Con- 
tractors report workers are doing only 
about 65 per cent of the pre-war day's 
stint: which is about the same in the 
great bulk of industrial lines, accord- 
ing to best estimates. 

OVERTIME—tThis is diminishing. 
Some unions have agreed to cut out 
overtime work, which brings double 
pay, unless consented to by the em- 
ployers’ association and the union 


heads. 
No Shortage of Men. 

LABOR MARKET—In a year the men 
in the building trades in Chicago fel! 
off from 70,000 to about 42,000. Wage 
increases and much overtime were a 
natural result. Contractors, bidding 
for men, ran wages up above the unicn 
scale. The reduction in building ac- 
tivities, however. has been so great 
that today builders report they have 
no,real difficulty in getting men. 

MATERIALS—Brick costing $7 a 
thousand three years ago now bring 
$16: lime, worth 60 cents a barrel in 
1917. now costs $2; laths have jumped 
from $4 to $6 a thousand to $22; lum- 
ber which cost $35 to $40 four years 
ago now costs $65 to $80: fabricated 
steel which’ could be bought for $35 a 
ton in 1916 now brings $100 and over.

BRINGING THE FARM TO THE CITY. 


Railroad insufficiency, congestion, and labor 
troubles are opening up interesting new possibili- 
ties for city and suburban dwellers. The situation 
seems to promise a reorganization in the relations 
of urban and rural life, based upon the needs of 
both, and eventually redounding to the advantage 
of both. | 

The fact that the witoondle are not equal] to the 
present task of transportation of all commodities 
has been demonstrated more and more convincingly 
for several years. The delay of railroad service is 
particularly serious near large terminals. An in- 
dication of the extent of this terminal delay is con- 
tained in the statement of G. W. Mooney, secretary- 
treasurer of the Seaboard Steel and Manganese 
company of New York, that “when a car of 
freight starts from Chicago to New York City 
it has, in point of time and cost, accomplished just 
half of its journey when it reaches Trenton, N. J.” 

That statement was made before the switchmen’s 
strike. It is the normal condition. Present ter- 
minal difficulties serve only to increase and empha- 
size it. It is evident that the situation is one of 
great expense and waste, and will have to be cor: 
rected. The railroads cannot correct it, even in 
normal times. But good trucks and good roads 
to run them on can and will help to correct it. 

The Cook county agricultural district, we are 
told, is one of the most productive for its area in 
the world. It grew up around the city because the 
truck farmers originally were able to bring their 
produce into market by wagon, reducing expense, 
eliminating middlemen, and providing better com- 
modities to the consumer. The expansion of the 
city has pushed them further and further away 
from the central market. Land values have in 
creased, transportation costs have increased, and 
the middleman is made necessary, adding to prices. 

But in general the same possibilities prevail. 
The city market is larger than ever, and beyond 
the ring of truck farms are other farms equally 
adaptable to the game purpose, The railroad situ- 
ation is forcing frequent recourse to trucks for 
short hauls. Use of trucks will emphasize the 
necessity for good roads. The good roads in turn 
will mean more trucks and more direct access 
from the farm to the’city market. Eggs, chickens, 
butter, milk, fruit, and vegetables can be delivered 
quickly and cheaply. Waste of delay, rehandling, 
and commissions can be eliminated. 

The farmer will have access to the city not only 
for his produce but for himself, family, and em. 
ployés. It broadens the scope of rural life and ie 
likely to put it on a basis where there will be less 
difficulty in holding labor on the farm. It will 
mean close direct contact between country and 
city dweller with better mutual understanding of 
their problems. It will mean cheaper and better 
food in the city. e« | 

But in the last analysis it depends upon the 
development of a wide system of good roads. Such 
roads will solve many of our most perplexing 
problems.

Prof, Adams of McGill university dem- 
onstrated that syphilis might be inher- 
ited to the second generation. Since the 
inheritance of Syphilis is more clearly es- 
tablished than is that of any other dis- 
ease, he suggested that the Biblical ut- 
terance applied to that disease. But 
while inheritance of manifest syphilis 
beyond the second generation is possible, 
it is improbable. 

Fortunately, the stock tends to clear 
itself. The probability that a person, in- 
fected with syphilis will not transmit the 
disease to his offspring is very strong. 
The chances are very strong that an 
adult with congenital syphilis will suffer 
only mildly from the disease and will 
not transmit it to his offspring. The 
chance that the disease will be conveyed 
to the fourth generation is very slight. 

Recently I heard Dr. H. H. Goddard 
of the Ohio department of juvenile re- 
Search offer some suggestions as to lines 
in which the effects of syphilis, if not 
syphilis itself, carry over into the third 
and fourth generation.

In their investigation of subnormal 
children they make routine Wasserman 
tests and examinations of the body for 
signs of congenital] syphilis. They think 
they have discovered that a certain type 
of conduct is found in persons with con- 
genital syphilis with such frequency that 
they think there is cause and effect.

answer given is: : 

1. A change of name to be legal must 
be done by petition and through a court 
in a way provided ‘by statue, 

2. If it is done as provided by statute — 
it will not affect the citizenship of the 
person taking the steps.

He 
should be segregated for life unless 
cured. Every judge should have a 
psychiatrist at his elbow to examine 
law breakers for mental -_— physical 
ills. 

These were a few of the observations 
made last night by Hessel Postma, 
doctor of psychophysics at the govern- 
ment educational institution for girls 
at Zeist, Holland. Dr. Postma is in- 
vestigating American court systems 
for his government. He has spent 
three days in the municipal courts. 

“The subnormal should be con- 
stantly under the eye ‘of the govern-

- How to Use the 
Patterns 


HE slipon blouse, No. 8799, is se 
becoming and comfortable, prob- 
ably most of us will want to make 
several. Georgette, voile, muslin, 

and, indeed, most any materia] will be 
appropriate. Instead of the small front 
opening which so many of these blouses 
show, this one opens on both shoul- 
ders. 

The under arm seams are finished— 
usually French seams—and then the 
finishing lines on back and front of 
both shoulder seams had better be 
plainly marked with a small running 
stitch in basting cotton. The seams on 
the front of each shoulder are turned 
in on the finishing line;.but before do- 
ing this baste a strip of the blouse ma- 
terial—the straight of the 
lay it on the wrong side so.that one 
edge comes exactly to the ‘finishing 
line.

And let any one who ts seriously 
worried as to the future consider that 
in this particular season, which is 
the first that has really felt the influ- 
ence of the movies, there have been 
more and betté productions made by 
independent producers than ever be- 
. fore the history of the New York 
th , and ‘that a majority of them 
were directly or indirectly financed by 
cinema capital. These movie produc- 
ers are literally combing the world. 
for new playwrights and new ideas, 
not because they believe in them or 
always recognize them when they find 
them but because they simply have to 
have them if they are to survive. ‘And 
out of this search the chances are 4 
100 to 1 that more good than harm 
will,come. 

The $5 orchestra seat is another 
threat about which I refuse to become 
excited and advise you to remain cool. 
The agitation has been started by an 
annotincement attributed to Charles B. 
Dillingham that when Fred Stone re 
turns to the Globe theater for his bi- 
ennial engagement on Broadway it will 
cost the dear people who wish to sit 
with the gentry downstairs $5 a head. 
Two years ago Mr. Dillingham boosted 
the seat prices in the same theater and 
for the same attraction from $2 to $3, 
and got it. Compared with the major- 
ity of $2 attractjons on Broadway, a 
Dillingham-Stong production is usually 
worth $5. 


Gradually other managers’ adopted 
the $3 rate when the popularity of their 
attractions made it possible, and it be- 
came the common first night and Sat- 
urday night price. Florenz Ziegfeld‘ 
adopted it for the “ Follies” and again 
had no trouble in collecting it, because 
the “Follies” represent an annual 
event in these parts, and there are half 
a million or so persons who just must 
see them, whatever the cost. On tour 
the “Follies” price went to $4, and 
finally to $5, for which advance there 
was again the excuse that the original 
cast and production were carried and 
that, like Christmas and the circus, 
they came but once a year. About the 
same time the cost of seeing the Win- 
ter Garden attractions was advanced 
successfully. 


But do not get the impression that 
because these things have happened, 
and because it is easy for Broadway 
managers to raise the price to $5 now 
for Saturday night performances, that 
$5 will ever become the. common price 
of theater tickets. Your theatrical pro. 
ducer is about as shrewd a business 
man as the country produces, and he 
knows that what he has to sell is listed 
with the luxuries. A month’s boycott 
of the theaters, even half as serious 
as the overall club movement,: would 
take-.all. the joy out of life for him for

MERICAN Legion Sunday ” 
will be observed in churches 
of every name throughout 
Illinois today. It marks the 
opening of the Illinois campaign for 
membership. Legionaires will attend 
church in a body, and will invite their 
ex-service friends to go with them.

D. Adams, have issued a letter calling 

for the men of the Legion to coéperate 
in the campaign. The letter says: 

“The Legion's fundamental purpose 
is the development of sound, aggressive 

Americanism and citizenship in its 
members and all other citizens. So 
long as the spirit of true citizenship 


remains alive throughout the country, 


its citizens as a whole will secure hon- 
est, capable service from their public 
officials and sound provisions in legisla- 
tion. Therefore the .Legion’s task is 
confined to the development and main- 
tenance of thie universal Americanism 
and good citizenship. 

“Constant, nation-wide education of 
all citizens in Americanism and good 
citizenship is the foundation of success 

_in promoting these purposes. The Le- 
gion must work constantly in coépera- 
tion with all loyal Americans, and 
especially with and through the press, 
schools, and churches to inculcate love 
of country, and to spread understand- 
ing of our institutions and the respon- 
sibilities of citizenship among all who 
are or who would become citizens, 

“Just as the Legion must work for 

- good, so must it work against evil. Its 

program calis for determined effort to 
eliminate corruption and faithlessness 
to duty in public office, to stop at- 
tempts to break down our fundamental 
democracy, or to limit or deny the 
proper human rights of any man or 
group.” 

Booklets explaining the ideals and 
purposes of the veterans have been 
sent to all the clergy. Sermons will 
be preached from them, stressing the 
practical work of the Legion.

Cleaning Leather. 


Unless you wish to crack the leather, 
do not use gasoline in cleaning it. One 
fairly good way to get off dirt from 
leather is to use plain water, to which 
a little ammonia has been added. After 
this has dried the leather should be 
rubbed briskly with a soft cloth, such 
as flannel or cheesecloth. If you wish 
to do the best thing possible for the 
leather either purchase one of the pre- 
pared leather dressings or make some 
yourself.

Manitoba Makes 


Bid for Travel 
of Motor World 


F ss hundred miles of roads wil. 


be graded this year in Manitoba. 
Since the geod roads law was 
passed six years ago, 1,200 miles 
of roads have been graded and 40 
miles graveled. During the next fou: 
years more than 4,000 miles will be 
graded and about 2,000 miles graveled. 
Encouraged and necessitated by the 
steadily increasing numiber of motor 
ears and trucks in the province, the 
road building program has become one 
of the most important projects In Man- 
ftoba. It includes provincial ‘and in- 
ternational highways e8 well as local 
thoroughfares. 


Besides the road work, the program 
covers the construction of more than 


concrete. The largest will be a steel 
bridge, 650 feet long, with concrete 
abutments and piers, over the Red 
river. A concrete bridge with a 100 
foot clear span will cross La Salle 
river, several will be constructed over 
the Assiniboine river, and there wil! 
be dozens with thirty to fifty foot 
spans. 

Thus far 348 bridges nave been built 
under the good roads act, of which 
271 were of concrete, and all of the 
future activities will be correlated with 
the general government program that 
aims to make dominion highways 
among the best in the world. 

The estimated aggregate sale of mo- 
tor cars in all Canada last year amount- 
ed to about $100,000,000. Manitoba 
province, according to the number of 
licenses issued, had 29,163 cars last 
year.

It has been said that a used car is no 
better than the dealer or man who sells 


this. In our.larger cities the newspa- 
pers are filled with so-called blind ad- 
vertisements of owners who “ must get 
vut of town,” or which give some such 
excuse for selling. The buyer should 
be careful of the greater number of 
these because they may be simply poor 
propositions handled for the dealer by 
some person who is supposed to be the 
owner. 

The best place to select for looking 
over used cars is the salesroom of some 
reputable dealer in the automobile sec- 
tion of the city. If you are interested 
in a used Hudson, go to the Hudson 


dealer: in a Hupmobile, go to the dealer | 
in that«ar. Ig this way you are sure, 


put in shape properly and not “ jobbed 
up” for asale. Often, however, a deal- 
er will have cars of other makes in his 
shop, and naturally so, because all 
sales are not to previous owners of 
his car. 

It is usual for a dealer to give the 
exterior of a car the best appearance 
possible so that it will strike the fancy 
of the buyer, especially if his wife is 
along. Good external appearance is, of 
course, essential, but for the time being 
it should be neglected. The chassis 


factory then attention may be EE 

to the condition of the upholstery, the 

top, curtains, paint, and other items. 

These are matters which are not in- 

portant in the running of a car. A 

good body won't keep a car running. 

It is a most difficult matter to tell 
by a mere drive around the block 
whether the car is in perfect condition, 
especially if the street is smooth. 

Rattles and squeaks caused by loose 
parts are noticed only on rough roads. 
Hence it is wise when trying out the 
var to take it first slowly ari then at a 
fair rate over a bad piece of road. 

Never take a dealer’s word that 
“that can be fixed up in a jiffy.” Do 
not take a car unless it is “ fixed up” 
and to your satisfaction. Never take 
a car with certain parts of the equip- 
ment missing which “ will be sent to 
you just as soon as they come.” Half 
the time they never come or are de 
layed ‘until the end of the season. 

In order to determine the fitness of 
the used car you will have to drive it 
yourself to see whether there is undue 
play ih the power transmission system. 
A bad clutch or a worn transmission 
can be “overcome” by good driving, 
and the demonstrators usually are 
good at covering up such spots. Brakes 
should be tested so that a relining job 
is not necessary the first week you 
have the car. 

If possible open the drain plugs of 
the transmission and rear axle and see 
if any oll or thinned grease runs out. 
Often a bad set of gears or even gears 


with broken teeth can be made noise-[f 


less for a short run by packing the 
case with heavy grease. 


A new battery usually costs any- 
where from $25 to $75, depending on 
the size, and it is the easiest of things 
to take an old battery ready for the 
junk pile and get it in shape so it will 
give service for a few minutes. 


In driving around on the demonstra- 
tion one can only listen for loud knocks 
in the engine and other parts. Bear- 
ings, of course, can be tightened and 
certain loose parts made to remain 
quiet for atime. Here is an important 
point. An “oil pumper” is an engine 


whose pistons #@nd rings are worn, and/ 


such an engine, when it gets hot after 
running some time, will pump so much 
oil into the combustion chambers as to 
cause misfiring and bad running gen- 
erally. For a short period the “oil 
pumper ” will be all right. Look around
